The neighborhood 
of the grounds seemed singularly free 
from bummers and shark*, and the crowd* 
on the grounds presented the appearance 
almost universally, of a class who were

ami not 
mere amusement. 
The educative inllu 
ence of Hie exhibition on people tint* dm 
posed is beyond calculation 
With re 
gard to the other point. It is certainly un 
fair to assert that reasonable provision 
has not been made for the comfort and 
convenience of visitors.

ance have been placed in accessible posi 
tions, and during the most crowded days 
of last week it was not impossible to find 
a convenient resting place in nearly every 
part of the grounds and in most of the 
buildings 
Free 
accommodations 
are readily attainable, and we found tin* 
much abused guides polite and accommo 
dative and in general quite well informed. 
A bureau of information ia established, 
through which every effort

cover lost or mislaid property. 
In the 
Illinois building parcels of any dt scrip 
lion are freely ' becked, which i* a valua 
hie convenience to ihose who carry their 
lunch to the grounds, which is the daily 
practice of thousands.
